It is a foregone conclusion that the people of 
Wilmington want a decent library. When the previous 
Town Manager attempted to have the town meeting 
vote $250,000 for a new Town Hall, the answer camé 
back from the Town Meeting - make it a Library 
“Instead! 

And, in the course of events, the town voted to 
build a library while the $250,000 figure was the one 
still being contemplated, The ‘responsible’ commit- 
tee planning it soon adopted a working figure far in 
excess of that sum, 

The results of their planning has been to produce 
a building which will cost more than a school - or 
even two schools, if economy is practised, 

The sad fact is that the people of Wilmington, at 
this stage of the game, will not vote $886,400 for a 
public library, which is the sum requested, They 
should not, There is too much else that is needed 
to be extravagant, , 

Everyone wants a library. It is needed, The 
town must also be able to afford it, 


Burlington’s Case 


The people in the neighboring town of Burlington 
are trying to build a library. They will probably 
succeed, and for far less money. 

Their experience has been somewhat different 
than Wilmington’s, They hired a library consultant 
for more than $400, and he gave an extensive report 
of what the requirements were. He stated that they 
needed 60,000 volumes, in contrast to the Wilmington 
figure of 75,000, Their building is approximately 
15,000 square feet. Wilmington, a smaller town, is 
planning 22,149, 

The Burlington Library Building Committee has 
received a $369,000 authorization from their town 
meeting, and they are sure that they will build their 
library within that price, 

Wilmington’s Permanent Building Committee, 
through the Board of Library Trustees, has said that 
Wilmington’s Library will cost $886,400,

The Contractor’s turn 


The White Construction Com- 
pany, in the personof its president, 
Mr. Cappozola, explained the de- 
lays, to the construction of the 
West Intermediate School, Tuesday 
night at the Permanent Building 
Committee meeting. 

Mr, Cappozola was introduced to 
the members of the PBC by the 
architect, Mr Guarino, 

Chairman Michelson started the 
discussion by reading aletter frgm 
the White Company, giving the rea~ 
son for the delay as coming from 
the steel strike this summer, 

Then aletter was read from the 
West End Iron company veritying 
that there had been a strike in 
effect from July 16 through August 
10, 1965, 

Cappozola was requesting a 30 
day extension of the contract, be- 
cause of the delay in arrival ofthe 
steel, He brought his own Progress 
Schedule, which was somewhat dif- 
ferent from that of Robert Barry’s 
and said that he had come of his 
own accord to explain the delays, 
and especially to clarify his posi- 
tion before the committee, after 
having read the ‘local paper’. 

He offered to answer all ques- 
tions, ‘Had the steel been here 
we would be far ahead’, ‘Steel is 
all set for Wednesday morning, All 
the joists will be there,’ 

Michelson told Cappozola that 
the committee is most concerned 
with having the school ready for 
occupancy in spite of the liquidated 
damages and allowing sufficient 
time to uncriite the equipment, etc 
so that it would be in place by the 
time of the scheduled school occu- 
pancy. 

Barry: Quite a bit behind right 
now, on your own schedule! 

Cappozola: Oh Nol We’re not! 
And if the steel were here on sche~ 
dule when it should have been, we’d 
be considerably ahead of schedule, 
Even moneywise, the difference of 
$42,000 is more than covered by the 
steel work, You gentlemen will get 
this school on time barring any- 
thing that I cannot control, 

Currier; P've been over there and 
it looks ridiculous to have 2 or 3 
‘men working on a half million 
dollar job! 

Cappozola; What would a large 
crew prove? Basically the cement 
work is done, Now it will start to 
blossom, We can’t control strikes, 
-- Between now and Thanksgiving 
you won’t even know the job! 

Currier handed Cappozolaa list, 
‘Here is what I would like to see 
from your own. letter. It (Con 
struction) wasn’t ready on the date 
‘set - Sept, Ist!’ 

Cappozola assured Currier he’ ll 
get the school on time, 

Harold Shea, Supt, of Schools; 
The building has to be ready on 
schedule because the truckloads of 
equipment can back up, and much 
can be lost in time and money. 


Cappozola: But the big thing is 
the steel, 

Barry: Electrical work? Leach- 
ing Beds? 

Michelson read from the General 
Laws, Article 18, that ifacontract 
is delayed, etc, including labor dis- 
putes, the time of completion can 
be extended on the approval of the 
architect, 

Currier: A matter of record 
now, but can the company make up 
this lost time before cold weather 
sets in? 

Cappozola: Yes, Definitely. The 
seeding is to be done thisyear too, 
We have until the first of November 
to seed, 

He cited a new school in Arling- 
ton where the work is being done 
on time by the White Company, 

Michelson: No reason, at all why 
all schools in Wilmington cannot be 
done on time - and you'd better 
believe it! 

Mr Cappozola left. 


Other business 
The architect brought up the 
drainage problem at the Woburn 
Street School, and also mentioned 
one sub-contractor’s excusing the
